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PREFACE 


The present study begins with an Elizabethan yeoman, Thomas Penrose, 
who died at Wheldrake, Yorkshire, in the year 1572, of whom an unusual- 
ly large number of descendants have been traced to the twentieth centu- 
ry in both the British Isles and the United States. It is also remark- 
able for international collaboration, since the British cousins have 
long been interested in their American kinsmen and have generously 
shared their knowledge with the compiler, so that it is hardly too much 
to say that without this collaboration, the present study could not 
have been produced at all. 


The American branch stems entirely from a Robert Penrose of the 
seventh generation, born in 1673 in County Wicklow, Ireland, who mi- 
grated to Pennsylvania in the year 1717. For accounts of this man 
which have already appeared in print, see the Bibliography--a fuller 
sketch of him will be f d und No. 82. “>

There was, however, also in Pennsylvania from about 1700 onward 
another Penrose family which begins with the shipwright Bartholomew 
Penrose (1674-1711), a native of Bristol in Gloucestershire, son of 
another Bartholomew Fenrose of Bristol, who was in turn the son of a 
Captain Thomas Penrose, originally of Fowey, Cornwall, who served as 
a commander in the navies of both Oliver Cromwell and Charles Il. 
While the immediate descendants of Bartholomew Penrose were not so 
numerous as those of Robert Penrose, they ultimately made a deep im- 
pression on the life of the Commonwealth even to the twentieth century ,; 
and they are the subject of a fine genealogy by Josiah Granville Leach 
and of other items which appear in the Bibliography. There can be no 
doubt that both Robert Fenrose and Bartholomew Penrose derive their 
name, if not also their blood, from the well-known Penrose family of 
Gornwall, but it is certain that their relationship, if any, was very 
distant and has not been discovered, nor is it likely that it will be 
discovered in the future, given the present state of the records. In 
compiling the present account the Bartholomew Penrose family has been 
investigated only for the purpose of making certain that descendants 
of the two immigrant ancestors can be correctly distinguished. That 
in the following pages the two lines have been kept separate is quite 
certain. 


How Thomas Penrose, bearer of a Cornish name, came to be living in 
Yorkshire is a mystery not yet solved. The name was, however, not 
unknown in Yorkshire from 1569 onward to 1700, and records of various 
Penroses in Yorkshire during this period have been gathered and studied. 
In a large number of instances, however, it has been impossible to 
show a proved connection between Thomas Fenrose of Wheldrake and these 
people, and for this reason all records not clearly connected with his 
family have been relegated to an Appendix which will be found at the 
end of the study. Some or even all of these Penroses may have been 
related to our Thomas, but in view of the circumstances it is better 
to be cautious. 


The present head of the British descendants of Thomas Penrose is 
Joscelyn Denis Penrose, Lsq., of Woodhill, Milton-under-\Wychwood, 
Oxfordshire, England, whose collaboration with the cenpiler has been 
extremely generous, and his son-in-law, Mr. Hugo Read of Heathy Lea, 
Baslow, Bakewell, Derbyshire, bas also been most helpful, especially 
concerning the descent of properties in the Irish Penrose family. | 
Another descendant, Mr. James Ronald Penrose of Watford, Hertfordshire, 
has liberally made available a series of beautiful charts compiled by 
him. The Friends Records of County Wicklow, now preserved in the 
Strong Room of the Eustace Street Meeting in Dublin, have been searched 
for me by Mrs. Olive C. Goodbody of WVarriston, Glenageary, Co. Dublin. 
Mrs. Helen Penrose Day of Libertyville, Tllinois, has been mos t help~ 
ful in furnishing information concerning her more immediate relatives. 
Boies Penrose II, Esa., of Barbados Hill, Devon, Pennsylvania, has 
been most helpful with regard to the Bartholomew Penrose family from 
which he descends and has furnished me with copies of the two most 
important items in the Bartholomew Penrose bibliography. Thanks are 
due various friends who have consulted works not available to me: 
Professor John Insley Coddington, Miss Ida ©. Townsend, the Rev. 
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Dr. Gilbert H. Doane, Mr. Walter Lee Sheppard Jr., and Professor William 
A. Russ. 


In most American génealogies it is customary to begin the generation 
indicators with the immigrant ancestor and to show the English genera- 
tions by alphabetical symbols in reverse, but in this case, since so 
large a number of the persons shown never came to America at all, we 
begin with the earliest known generation in England. 


There remains to be mentioned a precious document, a cop, of which 
was made available by Mr. Denis Penrose. In the mid-eighteenth century 
one of the Irish Penroses made contact with Penrose kinsmen then living 
in Yorkshire, specifically with one Richard Savage of Wheldrake whose 
mother had been a Penrose, and who wrote to his Irisn cousin a letter 
which has been preserved, at least in a copy, to this day. The letter 
contains a transcript of the Penrose christenings found in the Wheldrake 
registers by Savage, and these have been utilized throughout the study. 
Ag the copy now reads, there is also an interpolation inserted after 
1764 by some Irish Penrose which provides information not available to 
Savage in 1742. In the transcript below, we have omitted both the 
christenings and the interpolation, as the information contained in then 
is taken into account in the narrative. 


Friend. This is a true copy of the Register belonging to the parish 
of Wheldrake, from the year 1603 to the year 1666. [Here follow the 
christenings of 41 Fenroses, including three sets of twins, and also 
the interpolation.] Friend please to observe that John son of John 
born in the year 1605, was father to one [our?] mother mentioned in 
the last 3 Lives. I am Richard Savage now living in Wheldrake, Son 
of Catherine, daughter of John Penrose. William Hotham now living in 
Storpeate two miles from Wheldrake is son of Elizabeth daughter of 
John Fenrose. Grace is now living Gainsborough 30 miles from York 
and hath one daughter called Amne Clarke. as for the place you call 
Wolverton we know nothing of, but there is a place called Alverton 
[now Elvington] on the other side of the River Derwent whither L 
sent to examine the register, but there is no such name as Penrose 
in it. «as to their estate there hath been more than there is at 
present, for John son of John, having been an extravagant man, would 
have spent all if he could, but his wife’s friends prevented him by 
getting it made fast to his children, which in some of them is since 
improved.

an attempt has been made to see whether this Richard Savage could have 
been the man of that name who was a well-known poet then living, but it 
seems highly improbable that the two Richard Savages were identical. 
Wheldrake appears on modern maps to be actually eight miles, not five, 
from York, but Savage’s house may have been nearer the city than the 
center of the modern parish.

1665 but there are conflicting accounts which make his brother cross 
over in 1658 (sce No. 50). He married in Ircland, 25 .pril 1667, ANN» 
vlOHKYis1, dicd at Ballykcan, 6 May 1682, pcrhaps as the result of child— 
birth two months carlicr, daughter of John sStorye of Churchtown, co. 
Dublin. ‘The date of her death on the cherts is probably a transposition 
of a Fricnds date. Book W-5 of Wicklow Fricnds records states’ under 
“Sutfcerings” that in 1673 “Richard spoke to a priest, reading the words, 
‘I know that my Redcemcr liveth,’ and asked how he knew. The pricst 
indited him at the next .ssizes, and he is not yet releascd.” «again, 
feeep(o, “hkichard 5 months in prison ,for,rcfusing to take. the oath.” 
Botn annc and. Kichard were buricd in the “burying place of the pcople 
of God at Ballymoran in the County of Wicklow. .t his death his child- 
feemow. Orphans, were 18, 14, 13, 9 and 4’ years of age.- Bither he or 
his brother hobcrt was owner of the property called Ballycaine, Bally- 
Gane, Bbablyxkcan Penrose, just north of the village of Redcross in the 
hathdrum District of co. Wicklow. The spelling Ballykcan, here adopted, 
is that found on the 1909 survey and there are three Ballykcan Town- 
lands: Ballykean (Ponrose), Ballykean (/.nnesley), and Ballykcan (String- 
er). The Ballykean Penrose property consisted of 360 acres and adjoins 
the «nnesley and Stringer propertics. No cvidence of a documentary 
nature snows how the property came into the Penrose family. Hcarsay 
claims that Robert Penrose (No. 50) came to Ireland as onc of the 
Cromwellican soldicrs ‘plantcd' on Irish scil. It would appear that 
both kichard and Robert lived at Ballykean, and if descent of the 
Peeperryaetter their dcaths is any indication, as it ought to be, it 
was the descendants of Richard who clearly remained at Ballykean for 
some time aftcr his death, whereas there is evidencc, sometimes of a 
conflicting naturc, that Robert Penrose (No. 82), son of Robert (No. 
50), the supposed Cromwellian soldicr, moved about in Ireland considcra-~ 
bly before he came to .mcrica in 1717. It does not scem to be known 
just when the property passcd out of the Penrose family. In the lattcr 
part of the cightceenth century 2 descendant of William (No. 79) visited 
Ballykean from Waterford and wrote a poem about it, so perhaps the 
Tawily was living there then, but in 1837 the Topographical Dictionary 
ot Ircland records that the house was then occupicd by a Mrs. Foot. 

The farm was a few years ago occupied by a Swiss gentleman named 

wrnest Hiville, married to an Irish wifc, who operated it as a stud 
farm. There is an oldcr house, supposedly of the seventcenth century, 
now used as a stable, and a larger house which Looks like cightecnth 
century or, as it appears to Mr. Hugo Read, who has secn it, carly 
nineteenth. Mr. Read says that immediately opposite the main cntrance 
gate, on the other side of the road, is a small building about 30 by 

18 fect, in a small garden of about a third acre. From its style he 
estimates the date of construction as about 1720-1740. It appears to 
have been a Single building, later converted into a two-room cottage, 
and now uscd as a store. Mr. Read thinks this might have been a 
meeting house erected on land given by Danicl Penrose (No. 93). Mr. 
Kead has been much interestcd in the Legal history of the various Pen- 
rose properties in Ireland and hes been cxtrenely helpful in this re-

50. ROBLUYS PLNKOSS (Robert?, Thomas , John’, Nicholas@, Thomas‘), 
third son, born September 1632 at ..lverton alias Elverton, now called 
Elvington, Yorkshire, died at Ballykean, co. Wicklow, Ireland, LO Nov. 
1677. He is supposed to have crossed over to Ireland in 1659, perhaps 
as a Cromwellian soldier. He must certainly have lived and died at Bal- 
lykean but whether he or his brother Richard (No. 49) was the legal 
owner is doubtful (see above). On 25 March 1669, i.e. after the arrival 
of his brother in Ireland, he married ..NN. RUSS»LL, died at Ballykean, 
probably as the result of childbirth, 5 ..pril 1676, daughter of John 
kussell of Kilmackart in Carlow, of whom nothing else is known. Friends 
records of Kilmackart do not mention him or any Penrose and it is not 
certain'that he was ever a Friend. By 1673 Robert and inna Penrose had, 
however, become Friends, for in Wicklow records there is this “Testi- 
mony: Kobert Penrose and .nne his wife lived at Bellycaine, and received 
Truth early in the breaking forth of it in the County, and some Meetings 
et first held at their house and was very servicable in their day and 
died in Unity with Friends and left a good savor behind them.” Both 
were buricd at Ballymoran.

PENROSs (Richara®, Robert’, Thomas“, John’, Nicholas“, 
Thomas’), born Ballykean, 18 jug. 1676, died 22 Feb. 1746, married 20 
June 1701, M.kG.REL GODFPRUY, daughter of John and ..nne (----- ) Godfrey 
of Waterford. Following the death of his father when William was ten, 
the boy must have been apprenticed to a tanner, for we find him stvled 
im 1704 a ‘skin{njer?’*' The occupation of his first cousin Robert (No. 
82) is unknown but that Kobert’s like-named son (No. 107) was likewise 
a tanner. Whether the Godfrey fomily were people of substance is un- 
known but by 1704, when our ‘William was aged 28, he was able to take a 
twelve-year lease of John’s Gate House in Waterford with the adjoining 
tanyard and garden. This house was situated just pehind the gaol at 
John’s Gate and immediately within the old city walls. The lease calls 
him skinner, as stated, and shows that he was already in possession of 
the house when the lease was signed. The owner was Rebecca Dennis, 
widow of Samuel Dennis of Waterford, merchant, and the rent was £10/10 
per annum. bight years later a new lease was signed for 99 years ata 
rent of £8 a year, because a part of the garden had bem excluded, and 
this time William is a merchant. He was eventually appointed executor 
to Rebecca Dennis’s son Samuel and was left the house for his life-time 
with reversion to William’s own son Samuel (No. 97) of the remainder 
of the lease term. It then became part of what is known as the “Joint 
Estate” (see below). In 1703, one year before the first lease, Rebecca 
Dennis had leased for 999 years at £1/6 per annum a plot of land just 
to the north of the garden of Jonn’s Gate House for building a Quaker 
meeting house, lessecs Samuel Cooke of Stonwell, co. Tipperary, mer- 
chant; Stephen Collett of the same, skinner; David Hutchisson of the 
City of Waterford, joynor. Then in 1709 a lease ‘for lives renewable 
for ever’ was granted by the same Rebecca at £1/10 per annum of a 
vacant lot to the west of the meeting house site and running up to the 
city wall, witn frontage to Bowling Green Lane (now Manor Street), 
lessees, William Penrose and Francis -.nnesley of the City of Waterford, 
merchants, Hobcert Wickham of the same city, maltster. It was because 
this lease included part of William’s garden that his rent was reduced 
and a longer term given. William himself wrote on his copy’ of the new 
lease the following: 


Memorandum that the piecee of ground that is within mentioned 
part of the mecting house and cleven feet leading from the 
corner.of the tanyard in a direct line to the town wall granted 
to me during my life and my children after me provided we comc 
to the meeting and be csteemed to be honest men as a minute 
made in the meeting book will appear which was made by the 
men's; mecting in Waterford about the year 1712,or 1713 which 
{ was willing to let and hereatter have that ground fearing 
I might leave this house and yard and that some that might 
not be of our Society might take it which might not be con- 
venient. Witness my hand this 4th 8mo. 1714.

In order to understand what happened to the properties of. the 
Penrose family, it will now be well to have details of the Dennis 
family whose last male survivor died in 1775 and whose whole proper- 
tics in Cork and Waterford came eventually to the Penroses in one 
form or another. The chart printed at the top of the next page was 
prepared by Mr. Hugo Read on the basis of his own intimate knowledge 
of the history of these properties. The chart omits various daughters 
who did not inhcrit.

The two Dennis properties were, first, that of John Dennis which came 
to Cooper Penrose (No. 127) through his marriage, together with a very 
profitable timber merchanting business, including Woodhill, co. Cork, 
purchased by Dennis from the widow of Sir John Dickson Haman, Bart. The 
other prop.rty was the ‘Joint Estate’ in Waterford, belonging to Samuel 
Dennis. This was left to the daughter Temperance but with reversion, if 
she died unmarried, as an undivided estatc, between (a) John Dennis, (db 
James Dennis, and (c) Samucl Fenrose (No. 97), who was himself not a Den- 
nis descendant but he was father to the two Penrose men who married the 
Randall girls. They, too, were not Denis descendants but their great- 
erandmother Bridget Harrison had been wife to the first James Dennis. 

The first property came to Cooper Penrose direct, and the second was 
purchased from O'Hea after the death of his wife Susanna, granddaughter 
of the second James Dennis, while the third was left in equal shares to 
William Penrose (No. 137) and his brother Samuel (No. 13%). Samuel sold 
out his share when he left Waterford on the occasion of the marriage of 
his son Samuel to Mary Hawkes (or about that time), and so it was again 
merged in his brother William’s estate and descended to Robert William 
Penrose (No. 352) from whose trustecs Joscelin Denis Penrose (No. 605 ) 
purchascd what remained of it in the year 1960. Thus, all the remaining 
property of the Dennises is now vested in Joscelin Denis Penrose and he 
still has the rents from the sites of John’s Gate House and the Old 
Meeting House in \Wiaterford (about £10 per annum!). 

The Dennis property in Cork has fared bettcor. Though Woodhill was 
sold about 1936, and is now used commercially, some land around it is 
potill held, as is also the majority of the old Dennis property in the 
Kyrl’s Quay area of Cork. But Cooper Penrose added to this substantially 
during his time by investing on the north bank of the River Lee in Cork, 
immediately to the north of Penrose juay, and these rents are substantial- 
ly owned today. On the other hand, the Waterford line which stemmed from 
Samicl (No. 97), William (No. 136), Jacob (No. 224), Robert William (No. 
352) invested in leaschold property very largely from Waterford Corpora- 
tion, and these have now for the most part run out, like the original 
investment of William (No. 79) in the New Quay area.

Her name appears wrongly as “Mary Clayton” in all accounts 
of the family printed before Ny article in The American Genealogist 
29:242-245 where, for the first time, the true reading found in the 
Wicklow Friends records was Given to the world. The said Christopher 
Chaytor was the elder son of Michael Ghaytor of Whitworth, co. Durham, 
by his wife Ellen, of whom nothing more is known. Besides Christopher 
liichael and Ellen Chaytor had a son Nicholas who, as stated above (see 
No. 81), married Anne Penrose. The children of Christopher and Marga- 
ret (Jolley) Chaytor were as follows: (1) Thomas, b.

‘The late Miss Anna Jordan of Quakertown, 
Pee (see No. 535)’ posseSsed.a list of births of the children of Robert 
and Mary (Chaytor) Penrose in which the birthplace of the first, sixth 
and tenth children listed below was given as Clanmaning, so from 1697 
to 1715, at least, Kobert and Mary would appear to have been Piven eS 
there. There is also evidence that the Son Joseph was born at Munnef 
or Munduff. Mr. Myers (op. cit. 55/) Caces & marriage certificate 
of William Evans and Hannah Evés who were Married somewhere in co. 
Wicklow on 22 March L709, and among the witnesses was 4 Robert Penrose 
who must have been this one. He also cites (p. 289) a certificate 
of Dublin Two Weeks Meeting dated 21 May 1717 for Robert, Mary, and two 
daughters Nargaret and Ann, and one son Christopher, and this wes duly 
deposited in Philadelphia Meeting on 25 Oct. 1717, but the original 
Cannot now be found. No record of this certificate was found at Dublin 
by Mrs. Goodbody but she did find record of a certificate from the 
Men’s Meeting dated 21 Hay '717, applicable only to the eldest son 
Christopher, who had been apprenticed to a Friend and was now released 
to go to America. Upon their arrival in Pennsylvania, the family re- 
Sided for a time in Philadeiphia but then removed to Marple Township, 
then Chester, now Delaware County. Two certificates were granted by 
Philadelphia Monthly Meeting to permit Robert Penrose and family to go 
to Darby, the dates being given variously: 29 2nd mo. 1720 and 27 Sth 
mo. 1724 (Iublications of the Genealogical mociety of Pennsylvania 
Txp0), or 25. 10th mo, 1724, and. 27, 2rd mo. i726 (Hinshaw'’s Encyclopaedia 
of American Quaker Genealogy 2:620 f.). I take it that the first 
certificate pertains to Robert (No. 82), the second to his son Robert 
(No. 107). At Goshen lionthly Meeting, Chester County, there was re— 
ceived on 3 6th mo. 1726 a certificate of Darby Monthly Meeting which 
reads as follows: “whereas Kobert Penrose having requested a certifi- 
cate for himself and his wife into the verge of your Meeting’ Ss . he 
came from Ballykennon [sic] in Ireland (on recommendation of members 
there) which was accepted by Philadelphia Monthly Meeting and from 
thence recommended to us... they having had their residence with us 
for some time.” On 30 5th mo. 1734 Robert Penrose and family were 
received at Gwynedd Monthly Meeting from Goshen Monthly Meeting. On 
3 lOth mo. 1734 Robert Penrose was appointed at Gwynedd as an overseer 
of Oley Preparative Meeting. These references at Gwynedd do not mean 
that the Penroses were actually living at Gwynedd, for that meeting 
then included considerable territory in Berks County, probably the area 
later in Maiden Creek Meeting. Morton L. Montgomery, History of Berks 
County (Philadelphia 1886), p. 1022, says that Joseph Whyley and 
kobert Penrose were among the first settlers of Maiden Creek in ETS2 
There is, however, no record of probate or death of either Robert or 
Mary in Berks county. Miss Jordan's list gives the dates of their 
deaths, respectively, as 25 May 1774 and 2 March 1795, but these dates 
must be those of the son Robert (No. 107) and his wife, also named 
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Mary. A wom. n who married in 1695 could hardly have survived her wedding — 
day a whole century. C. V. Roberts correctly states that there were 
thirteen children but is able to name only five. Ten names are found in 
Wicklow records, but the final three, born in this country, can be sup- 
plied from Miss Jordan’s list--where the original of this list is I do 
not know, as I had a copy from a descendant of Steadman Penrose (No.

No success has been had in explaining 
his unusual first name, though there were Steadmans in Philadelphia in 
1768. In December term of court 1824, a year after the death of Dr. 
Everard Penrose, Steadman described himself as son of Everard in a peti-~ 
tion for appointment of guardian and as a result David Johnson. was so 
appointed on 12 Dec. 1824 guardian of Stidman Penrose, minor son now 
above 14 of Everard Penrose deceased, and Stidman Penrose, son of Bverard 
Penrose now deceased, receipted to David Johnson for $178.24 on 2 end 
mo. 1829, and in the Office of Recorder of Deeds (Misc. 5:453) is a re- 
lease of the guardian dated 6 Feb. 1829, recorded 11 Feb. 1829, stating 
that Stidman Penrose of Richland, blacksmith, was now 21. There can be 
no doubt that Dr. Everard Penrose was the acknowledged father of Stead- 
man, but it is almost as certain that his mother was, not Bridget, ‘shown 
as wife of Dr. Penrose in a deed dated 24 Nov. 1814, recorded 21 Sept. 
1815 (Deeds 44:150). when Steadman was presumably two years old, his 
father joined with others in a deed dated 28 May 1810 (Deeds 39:304) but 
no wife appears with Everard Penrose in this deed, though a wife for an- 
other Penrose grantor is mentioned. It would seem clear that the doctor 
had married Bridget between 1810 and 1815 when he already had a son by 
another mother. Descendants of Steadman Penrose have no tradition con- 
cerning Bridget but they do have a strong and unanimous belief that 
Steadman's mother was .nn Dalbey, born, doubtless in Bucks County, though 
probably not at Richland, 24 May 1778, died in Iowa, probably in Benton 
County, 2 Sept. 1846 aet. ca. 68, buried in the Strawn Family Cemetery 

in Linn County which adjoins Benton. She had marricd, in the only marriage 
claimed for her, probably in Bucks County but where is unknown, 8 Oct. 
1818, when Steadman was about ten years old, the weaver William+ Ball, 
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born Monday, 7 Feb. 1785, about 5:00 w-ll., died in Benton County, 6 Jug. | 
1857; fikewise buried in the Strawn Cemetery in Linn County, son of 
Nathan? Ball (John¢, John ) by his wife Mary Satterthwaite. according to 
C. V. Roberts (p. 54) William Ball lived from 1819 to 1844 on a lot on 
the Hellertown Road purchased of ..bner Dalby, but then removed to Quaker- 
town where, as Mr. koberts Supposed, both William and inn died on dates 
the same as those given above, though with a slight discrepancy for the 
date of .nn’s death. It is clear that no one told Mr. Roberts that the 
Balls had removed to Iowa. nn died before any Iowa census was taken 
but William Ball is shown as aged 66 in the 1850 Federal Census and as 
aged 71 in the 1856 State Census residing in the household of Steadman 
Penrose's widow. In Mr. Roberts’ sketch of Steadman Penrose (pp. 408 f.) 
it is stated that Steadman remov::d with his mother ana stepfather, not 
further identified, first to Ohio and then to Iowa, but Mr. Roberts did 
not connect the mother with Jinn Ball, wife of William. The dates given 
above for the Balls are taken fron a Bible now the property of Ruth Coff- 
man (No. 674d) once owned by her grandmother ..nn (Penrose) Virden (No. 
565), eldest child of Steadman Penrose. This Bible also shows that the 
parents of «nn Ball were Nathan and sbigail Dalbey, and that Abigail 
Walton, wife of Nathan Dalbey, died 29 May 1820 aet. ca. 64. One might 
Suppose that the said ‘Abigail had been born a iJalton but Mr. Roberts shows 
(p. 272 under Hicks, p. 578 under Walton) that she was Abigail Hicks, 
born 21 ..pril 1756, second daughter of William? Hicks (George+) by his 
first wife Margaret Evans, and that she married (2) Enoch Walton who 
Survived her and died without issue, 20 Sept. 1828. Search at Doyles- 
town in July 1961 failed to uncover any probate or deeds for Nathan Dal- 
by and Enoch Walton’s probate does not mention his Step-daughter. The 
Bible cited also records the deaths of John Shaw Jr. and his wife Eliza~ 
beth, the latter William Ball’s Sister, and is very full for the Virden 
family, but it does not mention Steadman Penrose or his wife, and the 
only reference to a Penrose in it is the fact that the maiden name of 
Mrs. 4nn Virden (No. 565) is shown as Penrose. The uninitiated reader 
would be puzzled to understand the references to Balls, Shaws, and 
Dalbys. That Mrs. Ball was Stcadman’s mother “iS also confirmed by a 
Small notebook once owned by Mrs. Steadman Penrose, with entries in the 
hand of her son Lewis (No. 568). Furthermore, Mrs. inniec Floy (Penrose) 
Wehrhan (No. 689) remembers that as a child she decorated the graves 
the Balls as those of her great-grandparents. From this unsatisfactory 
evidence we conclude that Steadman Penrose's real mother was an unknown 
first wife of Dr. Everard Penrose who had Steadman connections and that 
she died when he was less than two years of age; that he was taken to 
raise by the Balls, and grew up to regard them as his parents. In any 
case, Steadman Penrose married in Pennsylvania, 31 Oct. 1830, M.RY 
STRAWN, born in Haycock Township, 3 May 1808, diced at Whitewater, Colo- 
rado, on cither 3 Oct. or 6 Nov. 1882, a few days after she had arcived 
there on a visit to her daughters, She was the daughter of Bnoch? 
Strawn (Jacob*, Lancelot!) by his first wife Rebecca Raudenbush, and 
She married (2) 27 Oct. 1859, Benedict Jd. Fenyon, born in alge: Island, 
July, 1806, died in Iowa 1895, son of Corey* Kenyon (Benedict » Johns, 
John*+) by his wife Waitey Uitaon) Barber, and he had married (1) 30 Oct. 
1826, «abigail Champlin. Benedict ana Mary were separated before her 
death. Mr. Roberts appears to be wrong in claiming that the Kenyons re- 
moved to Colorado ca. 1867. Steadman Fenrose appears ina fragmentary 
census of Benton County in 1849, but when gold was discovered in Cali- 
fornia, he caught the fever and went in search of it but soon afterwards 
died. His wife appears in another fragmentary census of Benton County 
in 1852 and in the Fedcral Censuses of 1350,,1860,-and-“1870,-and in the 
State Census of 1856 (the 1580 Fedcral Census was not examined). See The

My will is that if Bridget Coupper dic 
before she come unto lawfull age, then the goods cte. before given unto 
her shall go to Katherin Penrose, Elizabeth, .mn Penrose, daughter of Joh 
and ..lice Penrosc, daughter of Peter Penrose. The rest of my goods I giv 
unto John and Feter Penrose, executors; witnesses: Will Gresbic, Mermaduk 
Nlingsbie. Thc son Richard diced, when of Hotham, administration bcing 
granted to his wife Elizabeth, 9 Scpt. 1635, and she is the Blizabcth 
Penrose whose children appear in Katherine’s will. Mr. James Ronald Pen- 
rose identifies the son William with the William Penrose of the City of 
York, on whose estate administration had been granted to his widow inn, 
16 Feb. 1621. This is impossible because Katherinc’s will shows her son 
William still living in 1640. The widow of Ralph’s son Willian may have 
been the Widow Penrose of Hootham, whose estate was probated 15 Dec. 1664 
(Deanery of Harthill 1635). Mr. James Ronald Penrose also identifies 
the clder son of John Penrose of Houtham, namely Richard Penrose, as the 
Richard Penrose of Swington now to be described, but the distance between 
Swington and Houtham is considerable.

wife and ..gnes Penroso my daughter whom I make Executrixces. These wordes 
spoken and delivered or the likc in effect the day and ycar above said by 
the said Richard Penrose in the hearing and presence of John Langburne 
and «gnos Langburne his wifc, probatcd 25 Nov. 1597 by Ellison Penrose, 
widow, the relict, one of the Exccutors, power reserved to Agnes the 
daughtcr. It has been supposed that ignes, wife of John Langburnc, was thi 
“geal of testator, but this is far from certain and, in fact, probably 
not truc. ’ 


There was also a Richard Penrose of Great Edston in Rydale Wapenteke 
who had a son Walter baptized in that parish, 5 July 1573. Some twenty 
miles south of Edston lies Huggate where on 21 March 1598/9 a Richard 
Penrose, the same or another, was buricd. The lattcr’s widow may have bee 
the widow Isabel Penrose of 01d Malton in Rydale Wapentake who in 1599 was 
licensed to marry at Old Malton, Thomas Pape, also of Old Malton (Yorkshir 


wrchacological Socicty 10:175). 


Cc. w Few Strays:--.duinistration was grantcd 16 Feb. 1621 on the estatc 
of a William Penrose of the City of York to his widow Ann. They may have 
been the parents of two children of a William Penrose baptized at Holy 
frinity Church, Goodramgate, York, as follows: son Michall, bapt.

It is, of course, possible that some of 
them were relatcd to Thomas Penrose of Wheldrake, but there is no cvidencc 
to show it. 
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
